NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3rd July, 1990 

S.O. 537(E).—Whereas the Genual Government is 
of the opinion that heavier weights than those specified 
in the notification ofc the Go\ eminent of India in 
the Ministry of Surface Transport No. S.O. 416(E) 
elated the 8th June, 1989, issued under sub-section 
(1) of section 58 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 
(59 of 1988), may be permitted for vehicles of the 
type specified in Annexures 1 & 11 of this order in 
the locality specified in the corresponding entry in 
column (2) of the said Annexures : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the power conferred 
by the proviso to sub-section (3) of section 58 of 
the said Act, the Central Government hereby directs 
that the provisions of the said sub-section (3) shall 
apply to the said type of vehicles, subject to the modi¬ 
fication that in the certificate of registration of such 
vehicles there may be entered the gross vehicle weight 
and the registered axle weight of any of the axles of 
the vehicle! described in the Annexure 1 & II not 
exceeding the weights specified in the said Annexures • 

2. The relaxation of vehicle'axle loads being accor¬ 
ded through this notification is only for registration 
purposes and is not to be construed as route permit 
for actual movements for which the procedure stipu¬ 
lated in Section 66(1) of the Motor Vehicle Act, 
1988, will have to be followed. 

3. The relaxation being accorded is not meant as 
general permission for the transporters to freely move 
these vehicles along any road sections. Before actual 
use of these vehicles, in each case, specific route 
permits for movement of the respective heavy consign¬ 
ments along the concerned route(s) will have to be 
obtained by the transporter from Maharashtra and 
the other State Governments. PWDs and concerned 
local Authorities, duly incorporating therein adequate 
safety precautions in respect of the roadway and 
structures thereou, based on detailed condition survey 
of the travel routes. The condition survey will be 
jointly one by (he transport operator and the respec¬ 
tive State PWD(s), Where it involves National High¬ 
ways, association of the Roads Wing of this Ministry 
would be necessary. Alternatively, the condition sur¬ 
vey could be got done through a Consultant working 
closely with the transporter and the PWD, The 
conditions set-forth as under will also require to be 
complied with ■ 

(i) No movement of the vehicle will take place 
without prior condition hating survey of the 
proposed route and a permit being obtained 
by the transporter from the respective State 
Government agencies after satisfying the 
traffic-worthiness of the travel routefs); 

(ii) Based on the condition survey, all deficiencies 
of weak structures, bridges, culverts, etc. 
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along the travel route, which may jeepardise 
the satety of structures or over-weight)ovcr- 
dunensioned consignments, besides afteeiing 
the smooth flow of traffic, will be identified. 
N ecessary improvements jprecautionery 

measures in the light ol the deficiency survey 
will be undertaken at the cost of the trans¬ 
porter belorc, such movements are permitted, 
in this context, some of the possible safety | 
corrective measures, amongst others, needing 
consideration could be strengthening |prop- 
ping-up]rcconstruction of weak bridges and 
culverts, providing bad level diversions 
instead of permitting movement over weak 
structure, strengthening weak pavements, 
control of travel speed of such vehicles, 
limiting the movement to day lime or only 
during dry weather, regulation of such move¬ 
ments by guide vehicles for purposes of 
night visibil ty, etc. 

(iii) Load restrictions on various roads stipulated 

by the Public Works Department!Local 

Authorities will be observed as necessary 
and permission ot such Authorities will be 
obtained before the vehicles are put on the 
roads; 

(iv) The loaded vehicle will not be allowed to 
pass over bridges and other cross-drainage 
structures on the roads beyond their capacity 
and the transporter will have to make his 
own airangements to cross the river|nallahs 
through bed-level diversions etc. as directed 
by the PW D [Local Authorities; 

(v) Cost of repairs of uny damage lo the road 
and road structures either directly or in¬ 
directly due to the movement of these heavy 
vehicles, shall be borne wholly by the trans¬ 
porters as oer the assessment by the State 
PWD; 

(vi) The route to be ioilowed shall be pre¬ 
determined and advance permission shall be 
obtained from the concerned Executive 
Engineer of the State PWD]Local Bodies 
regarding each movement of these heavy 
vehicles; 

(vii) The Stat e GovernmcntjPWD shall not be 
responsible for any damages that may De 
sustained either by the said combination of 
vehicles or their contents consequent during 
the transit; 

(vjii) The grant of this permission to the move¬ 
ment of these vehie’es does not prevent the 
local officers of the State PWD [Local bodies 
from regulating or stopping the movement 
of these vehicles depending upon the exigen¬ 
cies oF the situation and having regard to the 
condition of the road and road structures. 

fix) All the necessary warning signals such as 
red flags in the day time and red light in 
the night time shall be provided to indicate 
the extremities of the vehicle clearly. 
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(x) The said vehicles shall be moved without 
any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(xi) For such special trips, the speeds shall not 
exceed 10 Kmsjhour. 

(xii) i'he fitness of pavement for the movement 
of this heavy vehicles as well as the feasi¬ 
bility of negotiating the curves especially in 
built up areas, sufficiency of road width, 
sufficiency of vertical clearance should be 
decided upon, prior to the movement of 
these heavy vehicles, through a route survey 
by the , cprvsentativcs of the State PWD, 
Project authorities and the vehicle operators 
so as to identify deficiencies if any. This is 
because the overall length, broadth, height 
and leading of these vehicles are abnormal. 
Any needed improvement of the road net¬ 


work along the travel route will have to be 
got done by the tarnsporter undertaking 
such movements at its own cost. 

(xiii) In case the vehicle is to be used outside 
the State of Maharashtra, such an operation 
will be with the prior approval of the con¬ 
cerned State PWDjLocal Bodies bas6d On 
necessary advance surveys as mentioned 
above and .subject to such conditions as the 
State Government|Local Bodies may specify 
for the safety of structures, roads, bridges, 
culverts and with due regard to safety to 
all road users, for which the State PWD] 
Local Bodies and the police authorities will 
be kept duly informed by the operator, 
every time the operations are affected.
